As you can see, one job may 
belong to a number of different

Most clerical jobs require at 
Jeast a high school education al- 
though some companies may ac- 
cept applicants with one or two 
years of high school. For some 
jobs, two or more years of col- 
lege are desirable or required. 
Business or vocational courses 
are helpful preparation for 
many clerical jobs, withough 
some companies provide on-the« 
job training for certain kinds 
‘of work. Some companies help 
promising young employees by 
paying all, or part of their tul- 
tion for part-time study at local 
vocational schools or colleges in 
fields related to the companies’ 
business,
